He  said  that  when  he  first  went 
to  England  he  didn’t  think  he 
would  have  any  problem  with  the 
language  because  he  thought  that 
they  were  the  same.  “I  couldn’t 
have  been  wronger!”  he  replied. 

HE  WENT  on  to  prove  his  point 
by  telling  many  of  the  differences 
he  had  come  up  against  while  in 
England.  For  example,  when  he 
was  trying  to  find  a spool  of  bast- 
ing thread  for  his  wife  he  didn’t 
get  anywhere  until  an  interpreter 
explained  to  the  sales  lady  that 
what  hp  really  wanted  was  “a  reel 
of  tucking  cotton.”

Politics  Out  of  the  Fausett . 


Baffle  of  14-B  Almost  Over

At  this  stage  it  would  seem  that 
the  battle  to  retain  the  controver- 
sial “14-B”  of  the  Taft-Hartley 
Act,  is  just  about  over.  At  least 
for  now  the  opponents  of  the  ad- 
ministration-backed bill  are  the 
winners. 

EARLIER  THIS  week,  Senate 
Majority  Leader  Mike  Mansfield, 
said  that  the  Senate  was  anxious 
to  adjourn  and  the  filibuster  over 
“14-B”  has  succeeded  in  defeat- 
ing a cloture  vote  to  end  debate. 
This  would  allow  Republicans 
and  Southern  Democrats  to  de- 
bate the  issue  for  several  more 
weeks. 

Sen.  Mansfield  said  that  Presi- 
dent Johnson,  although  he  had 
promised  to  get  this  measure  thr- 
ough Congress  in  the  1964  cam- 


paign, had  slowed  his  drive  on  the 
bill.  It  would  appear  likely  that 
the  repeal  measure  will  be  shel- 
ved until  the  next  session  of  Con- 
gress. 

I BELIEVE  that  it  was  grass- 
roots action  that  helped  save  “14- 
B”.  This  was  one  of  the  most 
hotly  contested  issues  before 
Congress  this  session.  This  was 
the  only  major  piece  of  legisla- 
tion of  LBJ’s  defeated  in  the 
heavily  Democratic  body.  Most  of 
the  President’s  bills  have  sailed 
through  easily. 

BURTON  ANNOUNCES 

Also  from  the  political  scene  in 
Washington  comes  the  unofficial 
announcement  of  the  intention  of 
Utah’s  Laurence  Burton  to  run 
for  re-election.  This  will  mark  the 
second  re-election  bid  by  Rep.

In  some  crystalline  solids  the 
atoms  have  associated  with  them 
both  magnetism  and  spin.  When 
placed  in  a magnetic  field  the 
atoms  “precess”  like  a spinning 
top.  Magnetic  resonance  techniques 
use  this  property  to  gain  informa- 
tion on  the  nature  of  the  binding 
forces  between  atoms  in  the  solid 
state. 

DR.  GARDNER  AND  his  asso- 
ciates at  BYU  have  developed  a 
technique  for  observing  magnetic 
resonance  spectra  in  solids  which 
are  subjected  to  very  high  pres- 
sures. Pressures  in  the  order  of 
100,000  times  normal  atmospheric 
pressure. 

Considerable  new  information 
concerning  the  interacting  of  the 
atoms  in  the  crystal  is  revealed 
when  the  crystal  is  subjected  to 
these  large  stresses. 

THE  GRANT  will  continue  for 
two  years  and  will  provide  for 
equipment  and  salaries  for  the 
graduate  students  and  faculty  en- 
gaged in  the  research. 


Dr.  Gardner  and  Dr.  Nelson  both 
attended  Harvard  University.  Both 
received  their  Ph.D.’s  there.  Dr. 
Gardner  in  1950  and  Dr.  Nelson  in 
1958.  Dr.  Johansen  received  his 
Ph.D.  at  BYU  in  1965.

Oct.  1 6;  Ninety  Years  Ago

Exactly  ninety  years  ago  Sat- 
urday BYU  was  established  pursu- 
ant to  a deed  of  trust  executed  by 
Brigham  Young,  President  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  on  Oct.  16,  1875. 


The  deed  expressly  set  forth 
that  the  “people  shall  be  instructed 
in— such  branches  as  are  usually 
taught  in  an  academy  in  learning,” 
and  also  “in  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments,  the  Book  of  Mormon 
and  the  Book  of  Doctrine  and 
Covenants.” 


IT  WAS  NOT  until  Nov.  22,  1875, 
that  a group  of  seven  persons  ap-' 
pointed  by  President  Young,  the 
first  Board  of  Trustees,  organized 
the  Academy  and  selected  Warren 
N.  Dusenberry  to  become  the  first 
principal. 


After  conducting  the  first  pre- 
liminary term,  which  ended  April 
15,  1876,  he  resigned  to  practice 
law. 


KARL  G.  MAESER  was  then  ap- 
pointed principal  and  sent  to  Pro- 
vo with  the  admonition  “not  to 
teach  . . . without  the  spirit  of 
God.” 


Following  h i s administration 
were  such  memorable  chief  execut- 
ives as  Franklin  S.  Harris,  who 
has  served  the  longest  term  of  any 
president  and  Dr.  Christen  Jensen, 
who  served  a year  during  Harris’ 
absence  and  returned  later  to  ser- 
ve a short  administration  of  his 
own. 


Howard  S.  McDonald,  under 
whom  the  school  experienced  great 
expansion  followed  President  Jen- 
sen, and  in  1950  President  Ernest 
L.  Wilkinson  was  appointed  and 
has  served  until  the  present  time, 
excluding  one  year  when  Harvey 
L.  Taylor  served  as  acting  presi- 
dent. 


IN  THE  EARLY  days,  June  8, 
1888,  a General  Board  of  Educa- 
tion of  the  Church  was  organized, 
consisting  of  nine  members. 


This  Board  directed  the  activit- 
ies of  the  school,  but  the  power  of

appointment  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees remained  with  the  heirs  of 
Brigham  Young  until  July  18,  1896, 
when,  by  the  adoption  of  the  arti- 
cles of  incorporation  of  the  Univer- 
sity, the  right  of  appointment  was 
granted  the  First  Presidency  of 
the  Church  through  consent  of  the 
heirs  of  Brigham  Young. 

In  1894,  the  title  of  the  head 
of  Brigham  Young  Academy  was 
changed  from  “principal”  to  “pre- 
sident” and  in  1903  the  school  be- 
came Brigham  Young  University.

Social  Security 
Can  Be  Claimed 


Full  time  students  who  are  eli- 
gible for  social  security  benefits 
as  the  unmarried  son  or  daughter 
of  a person  receiving  old  age  or 
disability  benefits,  or  a person  who 
has  died,  may  now  receive  monthly 
benefits  until  they  reach  age  22, 
according  to  Provo’s  Social  Secur- 
ity Administration. 


THESE  BENEFITS  are  not  auto- 
matic, but  must  be  claimed.  The 
full  time  student  should  contact 
his  local  social  security  district 
office  if  he  was  receiving  benefits 
and  they  stopped  at  age  18,  if  he 
was  18  or  over  when  one  of  his 
parents  became  entitled  to  sec- 
urity benefits  or  died,  or  if  he  is 
now  approaching  his  18th  birthday.

A Slow,  Agonizing  Death 


I don’t  know  if  I ought  to  even  tell  you  what  hap- 
pened to  your  buck  ...  it  made  me  sick.  There  were 
two  big  holes  in  the  buck’s  midsection  ...  no  question 
but  what  it  was  done  with  a big  rifle. 

They  were  low.  One  can  only  guess  how  far  he 
travelled  . . . the  dogs,  smelling  fresh  blood,  must 
have  pushed  him  until  he  could  go  no  further.  It 
was  a slow,  agonizing  death.

If  it’s  any 
indication,  you  just  may  be  out  of  luck  for  quite  a few 
years  to  come. 

Maybe  you  know  who  shot  your  deer.  “Sure,”  you 
say,  “but  I don't  want  to  squeal  on  my  neighbor.”  Okay. 

But  they  you  can’t  actually  expect  that  anything 
will  ever  be  done  about  the  poaching  in  your  neighbor- 
hood. When  you  come  right  down  to  it,  you  aren’t  a' 
much  better  citizen  than  the  guy  who  shot  your  deer 
. . . are  you? 


Who  Wins?  Anybody? 

Maybe  you’re  losing  more  than  you  think.  Sports- 
men pay  the  cash  costs  of  law  enforcement.  They  also 
pay  in  lost  sport  and  venison  for  the  violations.
